The  Coins  Of  Genghis  Khan

Le  Chameau  (The  Camel)  was  a  French  transport  ship  armed  with  48 
cannons#which  sailed  from  Rochefort  early  in  July  1725»  bound  for 
Quebec  with  82,010  livres  of  gold,  silver,  and  cdpper  coins  to  re¬ 
lieve  the  currency  shortage  in  Canada.
